Forty-four Lives Lost 
In Airship Disaster 

Forty .four men lost their lives by 
the explosion and wreck of airship 
ZR-3. This vessel was on its trial 
trip and after 34 hours in the air was 
returning to the areodrome. At 1000 
feet over the city of Hull England, 
the airship seemed to buckle and 
plunged downwards into the river 
Humber. The burning wreckage 
prevented the imprisoned crew from 
escaping and the rescuers from giving 
help and only five men escaped from 
the holocaust. The broken halves of 
the airship reached the water some 
distance apart and it is the opinion 
of onlookers that the commander ac¬ 
complished a remorkabe feat by di¬ 
verting the descent from the city to 
the river. 


Canadian Exports 

& Imports Decrease 

Canadian imports for the year end¬ 
ing July 1st decreased by more than 
$230,000,000 under last year, but are 
nearly $150,000,000 in excess of that 
of the preceeding year. 

Canadian exports for year ending 
July 1st have decreased over $160,000,- 
000 under last year and $150,000,000 
under the preceeding year.

Date and Rates of Seeding 

Winter rye should be cown between 
July 15th and August 30. With the 
pounds of seed jer acre. With the 
loter seeding i.e., dates coming after 
August 30, use from 45 to 70 pounds 
of seed to the acre. 

The earlier datesi of seeding are 
more certain to produce a good strong 
stand. The early seeding, however, 
produces a strong rank growth that 
makers a heavy drain on the soil mois. 
ture, and sometimes causes a lighter 
yield of rye the following year. With 
the later seeding, a poor stand may 
develop, and as a result the crop does 
not protect the ground very much, 
and is more likely to winter kill. 

In sowing rye the guage is set as 
for wheat. The seed should be put 
down to moisture, and not less than 
two inches deep. 

It is a, poor practice to pateture the 
rye crop closely in the fall. When" 
it is pastured closely in the fall it 
is more liable to winter kill. A crop 
that has made good strong growth 
in the fall, if it was not pastured off, 
may be pastured in the winter. Mod, 
erate spring pasture may be allowed 
without seriously injuring the crop 
of grain.

Fall rye very seldom suffers severe 
injury from rust. This is because 
the crop develops before the season 
when rust appears in its most virul¬ 
ent form. 

It suffers very little injury from 
cutworms and other § insects. These 
insects may attack the 'crop to some 
extent but rarely, if ever, destroy it. 

It is one crop that suffers very little 
from early frosts in central Alberta. 

It furnishes very good pasture in 
the fall and spring months when oth¬ 
er pastures are very poor.

At the present time we read a great 
deal about the fall rye crop. The im¬ 
portance of this crop for general use 
in the province of Alberta can scarce¬ 
ly be over-estimated. During the past 
few years it has given very striking 
proof of its superior quality wVm 
compared with other crops of every 
description. Some of the advantages 
of growing fall rye are as follows: 

From the work with the water re¬ 
quirements of some of the crops at 
Olds in 1920 it will be observed that 
winter rye shows up very well. This 
possibly is on account of growing in 
the cool of the fall and spring when 
transpiration is reduced. Moreover 
The fall rye attains its maximum de¬ 
velopment when the number of hours 
of sunshine is longest, and therefore 
at a time when the greatest photosyn¬ 
thesis takes place. A further point 
is that fall rye stands in the ground 
and grows for a longer period than 
most crops, and can. as a result, util_ 
ize a greater proportion of the an. 
nual precipitation. 

Fall rye forms a covering over the 
ground and prevents evaporation of 
the soil moisture. It also prevents 
soil drifting in the fall, winter and 
early spring months. 

It chokes out weeds by growing up* 
quiickly In the summer after it is 
seeded, and again in the early spring 
before the weeds start.

At any rate we find Perrin Baker, the 
minister of education, has been among 
those present at an enthusiastic meet¬ 
ing of the Jasper to Vancouver advo¬ 
cates, and judging from what he did 
not say he must have been as en¬ 
thusiastic as the rest of them.

given their needs, and schemes which 
the Stewart government would ned 
countenance, will get an innings. For 
wasn't it resentment at the Stewart 
administration more than admiration 
of the U.F’ logic, that caused the goat 
of conservatism and the U.F.A. lamb 
to form a liason on election day? 

“I could not love thee, dear, so well; 
hated I, not the government more" 
was the sentiment, and like all other 
goats he is going to butt for his rights 

It’s going to be a ‘group’ govern¬ 
ment after all!

No decision has yet been made by 
the provincial executive council as to 
wpien the various by.elections for the 
cabinet ministers will be held. Pre¬ 
mier Greenfield stated Saturday 
morning that the question had not 
yet been dealt with and no announce- 
meint would likely be made in this 
respect for some time. 

It is known that some of the U.F.A. 
members elect have been approached 
with respect to resigning and giving 
their seat to attorney general Brown¬ 
lee but so far nothing definite has 
been arrived at. The general im¬ 
pression seems to be that Premier 
| Greenfield wfrll probably accept the 
invitation of the Ponoka U.F.A. and 
represent that constituency in the 
house. In the event however of none 
of the southern members being will¬ 
ing to relinquish 1 a seat for Mr. 
Brownlee it is likely that he will ac¬ 
cept the Ponoka nomination and Pre¬ 
mier Greenfield will be offered an¬ 
other district in the north, probably 
his own riding of Pembina. 

In view of the farmers giving the 
portfolio of public works to the Cal¬ 
gary labor leader, Alex Ross, it is 
suggested in some quarters that the 
other labor member of Calgary, Aid. 
F White, resign and allow Mr. 
Brownlee to represent his home city 
of Calgary in the legislature. 

It is likely that all the new mem¬ 
bers of the cbinet will be returned 
by acclamation when the by-elections 
are held. With respect to Mrs. Irene 
Parlby a by-election will not be 

' - 


necessary so long as she is minister 
withhout portfolio. Another point has 
been raised in this connection how¬ 
ever by the constant attention to ex¬ 
ecutive affairs which Mrs. Parlby is 
giving at the present timle. She has 
taken offices in the buildings form¬ 
erly occupied by Hon. J. L. Cote and 
is giving full measure of attention to 
government business. However un¬ 
der the constitution she will be un¬ 
able to draw any remuneration for 
ministerial duties since she is not in 
charge of a department of govern¬ 
ment. In the event of her deriving 
any remuneration in addition to the 
sessional allowance of a private mem¬ 
ber it is held thatshe would be re. 
quired to stand for re-election the 
—Edmonton Bulletin, 
sarnie as a minister with portfolio. 


Conveniently close to the railways 
in the prairie provinces there are ap¬ 
proximately 34,000,000 acres of fertile 
land copable of producing 170,000,000 
bushels of grain per year, with a 
monetary return of more than $400,- 
000,000.
